A, The Alcoran hath been lately Publith'd in 4- 
rabick, with a large Preface before it in Latin by 
Abraham Hinckelman at Hamburg, A. D. 1694. 
And this, we believe is the only Arabick Edition, 
that has been‘made in thefe Parts of the World. 
Ic were to’ be wifh’d that the Ed tor had added a 
Latin Verfion of it; for fo it wou'd have been of 
more general ufe. For the pretended Latin Verfi 
on of Robereus Retincnfis our Country-man is but 
an abfurd Epitome of itr, Neither do we mect 
with any other Edition of the Hiftorvia Saracenica 
(if you mean that of Erpenius’s) than that which 
was Publifh’d by the Author at Leyden, 4. D. 1627. 
As-for the Geographia Nubienfis (the Author of 
which was certainly a Mabumetan, whatever cthers 
may pretend; Sec Selden, de Djs Syris) it was 
Tranflated into Latin by Sionita and Hefionira, 
A.D. 1619. But whether ever it was Publifh’d in 
Avabick in thefe Weftern Parts of the World we 
know not. Dr. Prideaux, in his Life of Mahcmer, 
tells us, thar there was a fair Copy of it among Dr. 
Pocock’s Arabick Mannufcripts. Bur perhaps rhe 
Querift may be better inform’d as ro thele Matr- 
ters by jome Bookieller than us; tho’ this Parc of 
the Hiftcrsa Litteraria is generally very liccle 
known.

For rheLeaves 
preferving their natural igure and Colour, grow 
fomewhat thicker ; their fides throw out on each 
Hand a kind of Green Filaments in Fafhion of long 
Legs 5 one of the Extremities of the Leaf extends 
like a Tail, and the other grows round like a 
Heed; all which, in procefs of time, is animated 
and at aft becomes a Grafhopper. There are allo 
otker Inftances of Spontaneous Productions, as 
rhole of Cochinele and Scoland Geefe, which Jaft Nae 
turalifts pretend, are the Leaves of a Tree, which 
falling into the Sea are thereby animated and me 
tamorphofed.

SIR, 


HE Letters from Tournay, mae 20th. Advite, 
that his Grace the Duke of Marlborough and 
Prince Eugene arrived there the 17th Inftant ; chat che 
Earl of Albemarle, the Governer and feveral orher Ge- 
neral Officers met them without the Town, at their 
Entrance a Triple Difcharge was made ot cll the Can. 
non, and were Condufted to the Governor's Hontle; 
that a Difpofition was then immediately made tor Re. 
taking Mortagne, and accodingly to aft the Troops 
appointed to make the Attack, which was to have been 
on Thurfday Night. 12 Boats were got ready, which 
had 600 Men on Board, 6 of which Carried each a 
Piece of Cannon; but they cou’d not approach fo near 
as was defign’d by reafon of the Swiftue!s of the Stream 
and a Strong contrary Wind, but however they began 
the Affault the next Day Noon, a Battery having been 
made onthe Bank of the River to prevent the Enemies 
Gallies from coming to the Relief of the Place, which 
they attempted feveral times, and about 6 in the E. 
vening the Garrifon confifting of about 200 Granadiers, 
4 Captains and 6 Lievtenats, Capitulated and Submit- 
ted themfelves Prifoners ot War. *Tis advis’d from the 
Camp near Lens, April, arft, that, that Morning ear- 
ly the Duke of Wirtimberg and Lieutenant General 
Cadogan, with 1§ Batalions and fome Horfe Detach- 
ed from the Army, enter’d the Lines at Point a Venden; 
that the Enemy made no manner of Oppofition, the 
few Troops, appointed to Guard that Poft, retiring at 
the Approach of our Men without Firing one Shot, 
leaveing behind their Cannon and Baggage. Which 
is all from Yours, @e.
